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The Price of Potatoes. 


The price of potatoes is surprisingly high in view of the size 


of (lie crop. This is not as large as it would have been wilh 
more favorable weather conditions, but it is very much larger 
than thai of last year and Hie people had good reason to look 
for lower prices. But a price of about $3 a barrel when the 
harvesting began has been gradually going up until the quota- 
tions in different sections now range from $4.50 a barrel up- 
wards, and there is no certainty that the top notch has yet been 
readied. 


There is a well grounded suspicion flint hoarding in the 


hope of obtaining still higher prices is responsible for the con- 
dition that exists. 
It is charged that farmers are placing (heir 


potatoes in (lie cellar wilh this end in view instead of sending 
them to market, and it is more than likely that dealers are also 
doing their share toward holding potatoes back until the last 
penny can be exacted from the consumer. 


A Boston paper reports that there has been a slight reduc- 


tion in price iii some sections, particularly to the west of New 
England, where potatoes are grown on a large scale, and at- 
tributes this to a "silent boycott." There has been no organ- 
ized boycott on Hie part of consumers, though it is a fact that 
many are refusing to put in their winter supplies at present 
prices. They prefer to buy in small quantities and take a 
chance on the price being lower later on, as Iher&is a strong 
probability that it will be unless destruction is resorted to to 
keep up the price. But if anything of that kind is attempted 
tlie.goevrnmeht is liable to be heard from, as it certainly 
should be. 


If prices remain where they are (he consumption of pota- 


toes will be greatly curtailed through sheer necessity. 
The 


mass of the people cannot all'ord to use potatoes freely at such 
an exorbitant price, and they will not. 
Neither will they sub-J 


mil patiently to deprivation when they know (here is enough 
for all. They do not ask the farmers or the dealers to work for 
nothing. They are willing to pay fair prices, but they object 
to being exploited when the country is well supplied and the 
government is promising to protect them against extortion. 


It is quite possible lhat Ihe situation may take a turn for the 


better in the not distant future. 
Potatoes are a perishable 


crop,' and if the lime should come when tiie farmers and deal- 
ers should realize thaHhey are taking chances by holding back 
and begin lo release their holdings a big break in prices would 
be likely to follow. 


One thing is certain, and that is if the crop is as reported by 


government authorilies there is lio excuse for the prices that 
now prevail. It will be interesting to note future develop- 
ments, and in the meantime consumers will do well (o keep 
their purchases at the minimum. Living "from hand to 1 
mouth" is a poor policy as a rule, but it is Ihe proper thing just 
now so far as potatoes arc concerned.
